CHOKED 10 DEATH 
IN HIS CURIO SHOP 


Levy A. Raven Is Mysterlously 
Murdered in His Store at 
1425 State Street. 


SLAYERS FAIL TO GET LOOT 


Victim's Main Business the Dis- 
counting of Warrants; Owner. 
of Traction- Stock. 


TWO MEN NOW ARE IN CUSTODY. 


A shocking murder wae committed yester- 
day in a little shop in South State street near 
Fourteenth street, almost within view of 
throngs of passers-by. The evident motive 
was robbery. 

Levy A. Raven, an eged, eccentric horse 
doctor, poultry food mixer, capitalist, team- 
img contractor on a small scale, and money 
lender to city employés, was choked to death 
in his “‘ old curiosity shop ” of a store at 1425 
South State street. . 

Although he was only a few yards from 
the street, he had made his place 60 much 
like a dark cave that his death struggle was 
unnoticed by those who might have seen it 
from the sidewalk or street. He had @ dog 
with him, but the animal, like himself, was 
so old that he either could not help his mas- 
ter or slept through the fight. 


Paid Only by Check. 

His murder wad prectically barren of re- 
sults to the would-be robbers; in all probabil- 
ity, because of a misunderstanding on the 
part of his slayers, as to his methods of doing 
business. They apparently had éxpected to 


find several hundred dollars in cash in his 


pockets, as it was “‘ pay day" for the scores 
of city employés whose “ warrants” he 
cashed for a discount of 5 cents on the doliar. 

He was known throughout the First ward 
for.this practice, and some criminals with 
knowledge of this may have thought 
that he paid in cash, and decided to get it. 
In fact, however, he knew the danger of hav- 
ing any money in that neighborhood, and he 
paid by checks, which the recipients could 
cash at a neighboring saloon. The murderers, 
therefore, probably got only some ‘small 
change. In anticipation of these checks, he 
had placed about $2,700 in benk in the last 
few days. 

Two men are in custody pending fur- 
ther investigation of the crime. One is 
Michael Hogan, 1429 South State street, a city 
employé, who claims to have found Raven 
dead when he went into the store to: get his 
money. The other is Harry Jonson, the 
negro boss of a teaming estabMshment which 
Raven conducted in the barn behind his 
store. 


Tragedy in View of Street. 
The marks of fingers were visible on the 
back of the victim's neeK and throat and 
photographs of these and other marks on the 


chest will be made today in an effart to aid 


the police in finding the murderer. 

The store itself is an ideal scene for a mur- 
der, It is in a ramshackle three story tene- 
meént inhabited mainly by negroes, which 
was owned by Raven. The store is divided 
Into three rooms,-the middle one of which is 
split into two parts by a partition. 

The front windows and door partly were 
boarded up, partly obscured by heaps of pa- 
pers and letter files, and completely dirty 
so that but little Nght got in, and the second 
room, even with @ bright sun outside, was 
Gark. It was in this room that the murder 
evidently was committed. The boxes, bar- 
rele, piles of papers and heaps of rubbish 


left only @ narrow aisle through the two 


rooms. 
Dog Is Found Asleep. 

In that part of the second room partitioned 
off was a bed, which long has been used 
only for an old bunting dog of the queer 
proprietor, This room is dark and filled with 
masses of trash and a huge bureau bulging 
with dusty documents. The dog wag found 
on the bed apparently unaroused by his'mas- 


ter’s death. Over him on the weil hung «

The 
man's body was found not ten feet away.

T0 GUARD HEALTH 


Authorities Get Advice of 
“Gibbet” Inventor in’ War 
of Extermination. 


“REPUTATIONS” ARE BAD. 


Cate—all kinde of cats, from the alley 
yowler to the cushioned aristocrat—are a 
menace to public health, and the Chicago } 
health department proposes to take steps to 
rid the city of them. 

This fact became known yesterday, when 
it was admitted that Dr. Charles B. Reed 
of 8748 Sheffield avenue, who hase achieved 
some reputation as a cat executioner, and 
who boasts that he hag within the last few 
months killed “‘ scores and scores’ of cata, 
had obtained authority to submit to the 
health department a report disclosing a num- 
ber of expeditious methods he has devised 
for snuffing out at one fell snuff the nine 
lives which cats commonly are credited with 
possessing. 

Says They Spread Disease. 

Incident to this announcement came a state- 
ment from E. R. Pritchard, secretary of the 
department and editor of the weekly health 
bulletin, which gives the common house cat 
a bad reputation. 

“There is little difference in cata,” said 
Secretary Pritchard, “ and that difference is 
only that of degrees of badness. Take 'em

Bottles on Table Together. 

Medicine was prescribed Thursdey after- 
noon for Mrs. Osherman by Dr. M. L. Good- 
kind, 3356 Indiana avenue. Thebottle which 
contained the medicine was placed on a 
table with other bottles of medicine, accord- 
ing to the stery told Dr. Hornsby. When 
Mr. Osherman gave his wife a teaspoonful 
of. the medicine he accidentally selected a 
bottle containing nitric acid. 

Immediately after taking the acid Mrs. 
Osherman complained of a severe burning 
sensation. It became rapidly worse, and in 
a few minutes she was unconscidus. Other 
physicians were called and she was hurried 
to the hospital. 

The acid was of the same color as the medi- 
cine prescribed by Dr. Goodkind and the 
bottle that contained it was of a similar size. 
A Gaughter of Mrs. Osherman thus explained 
her father’s mistake.

Declaring that some 2,500 ineligible voters 
in the First ward now are on the registration 
lists, Attorney George I. Haight said mst 
evening that detectives armed with personal 
descriptions of every First ward “ ineligible ” 
would be on hand to arrest every man whe 
tries to vote illegally on Tuesday. 

Challengers will be in every precinct poll- 

in the ward to watch the voting, 
ok, er watches will shadow the workers 
Dink and Bathhouse John from 
pa ens unti! the polling booths close. 
Call Halt on “Flying Squad;” 

‘We have been denied the right of hearing 
on these suspected men by the county judge,” 
Attorney Height declared, “ we have been 
overridden in every plea for fair investiga- 
tion by a partisan board of election commis- 
sioners with a Democratic majority. The 
denizens of the First ward have been placed 
=pon a pedestal above the decent voters of 
every other section of the city. 

But if the acta of the partisan machinery 
of the elections have been performed for the 
{ purpose of discouraging our efforts for a 
} fair election, they have fafled. We are 
ing to act with determination and . 
The First ward this year is going to have 
just as many votes agit is entitled to, and not 
one more, if we can help it. 

“And it is going to be the same story in 
the other river ‘wards. There will be no fly- 
ing squadrons, captained by First, Eighteenth 
and Twenty-first ward heelers, scurrying 
from precinct to precinct; there will be no 
chain gangs tramping from polling booth to 


and slip the “extra” ballot to fixers and 
get cagh in exchange, and election judges and 
clerks who attempt coercion and vote fixing 
will be jailed. 

“We baven’t spent weeks collecting evi- 
dence in the First ward for nothing and Wwe 
herven’t got the situation in the other river 
wards at our fingers’ ends for the fun of it.

‘Save Voters for Hinky Dink. 

Drastic action to prevent election freuds 
was decided upon at the Merriam headquar- 
ters after the election commissioners by a 
vote of two to one saved for the registration 
lists some 75 Firat ward followers of Hinky 
Dink who had fatled to respond to suspect 
notices. 

At the same time the board decided that 
residents from other wards served with sim- 
ear suspect notices who failed to respond 
shoulé have their names erased. Comais- 
sioner Crzarneck! fought hard for the “ same 
deal for the residents of other wards that 
are to be given for the derelicts of Hinky 
.Dink.”’ but was overruled. 

The majority of the board held that the 
First ward suspects’ names were found on the 
lodging house affidavits made by the keepers 
in the board's offices. 

“These men may never have lived and 
yet be on the lodging house affidavits,"’ de- 
clared Mr. Czarnecki: “They may have 
died or have moved away since the affidavits 
were made a month ago. They may not be 
qualified yoters. They have had the same 
privilege of coming in before this board that 
others citizens to whom suspect notices have 
been sent. They should be given the same 
treatment. , 


Discriminate Against Decent Voters,

‘More Suits Will Follow. 

The suits will be filed at the instigation 
ef Building Commissioner Murdoch Camp- 
bell For three days the official and investi- 
gators from his office have been gathering the 
evidence upon which the litigation wili be 
based. , : 

These suits are but the forerunners of @ 
much larger number to. be brought to the at- 
tention. of the courts Im the next week or 
two. The alleged violations of the ordinance 
consist chiefly in obstructing fire escapes 
by piling boxes, cans, and other articies on 


them. 
Find Landings Choked Up. 


In some instances investigators on reaching 
fire escape landings at the fourth, the fifth, 
or even higher floors found the landings so 
completely choked up with boxes and a va- 
riety of articles that persons having occasion 
to use the escape would have to climb over 
these before getting to the stairs. 


Find Hospitals ‘in IAst. 

Violations were found in all classes of 
buildings from the expensive apartment 
‘house on down the list to the more humble 
factory and even hospitals and schools. 

In the event of firein any of these budldings 
against which suits will be filed, Commis- 
sioner Campbel] declared yesterday, the in- 
mate#® would be cémpelled to climb over a 
miniature hill before reaching the stairway 
leading downward to the next landing or to 
the street. 


Promises a Thorough Inquiry. 

“We bave not completed our inspection by 
any means,” said Mr. Campbell. “ In thelist 
of those to bé named in suits today it will 
be found that only certain sections are in- 
cluded, but suits will be filed as rapidly as the 
evidence against building owners can be col- 
lected. We will not stop until every section 


. of thecity has been investigated and the con- 


ditions we have discovered remedied. 

“ Startling conditions were uncovered tna 
number. of ‘instances, and viclations. of the 
city ordinances were by-no means confined 
to the smaller property owners. We found 
evidence at the Augustana hospital and the 
Columbus ‘hospital which warranted their 
being hamed in suits, and at several! indus- 
trial establishments we found a situation 
which positively seemed to be inviting disaz- 
ter similar to that tn New York. : 


Find Orders Are Not Obeyed. 

__“ Several persons when warped the first 
time that they must remove obstructions 
from fire escapes or the approaches to the 
escapes readily promised to obey orders and 
do so. A few days later investigators would 
return. however, and find the old conditions 
in existence, just.as if nothing had been said 
on the subject.. Several who acted in this 
manner are included in the list. 

‘* Of course it is impossible to tell what the 
court will do with these cases, but Prosecutor

Hundreds of policemen Who contributed 
$20 each to the slush fund raised in the fall 
are said to have received a part payment of

“TI am informed that your ticket aga stu- 
dent at the Art instit: te has expired; that 
you are no longer a member of the schoo). 
You are hereby notified that. you will not 
be admitted as a student until further notice. 

‘*W.M. R. French, Director.”’ 

To-emphasize the order, N. H. Carpenter, 
secretary of the Institute, and two guards 
were present. The students endeavored to 
pass them.and enter the class.

Posses Pursue Men Who Stole 


Las Vegas, N. M., Baby and 
Got Big Ransom. 


‘RETURN BOY UNHARMED. 


. Exeiting Chase Is Spurred by an 
Offer of $20,000, ‘Dead or. 
Alive,’’ Reward. 


Las Vegas, N. 'M., March 31.—[Spectal. }— 
Posses with bloodhounds tonight are pursu- 
ing men believed to be the kidnapers of the 
2 year old son of A. T. Rogers, a wealthy 
lawyer. The child, who wastaken Wednes- 
day night, was recovered by the mother 
through the payment of. a $12,000 cash ran- 
80™. 

The pursuers are spurred on by areward of 
$20,000. offered for the kidnapers dead or. 
&live.. 

The fugitives, of whom there are four, al- 
though only two masked men were involved 
fn the actual kidnaping, are believed head- 
‘ing for the so-called ** Bad Lands,” near the 
Oklahoma line. Cowboys from the Bell 
ranch who are on the trail kent back word 
there would be a lynching in case the men 
were overtaken. 

One of the fugitives has been partly laenti- 
fied as Denis Hart, a postoffice and bank rob- 
ber, who recently broke jail at Albuquerque 
while awaiting trial. ‘ 

Mother Forced to Yield Child. 

‘The kidmapers, wearing masks, forced an 
entrance to the Rogers residence at lio ‘clock 
at night. 

The father of the baby was out of the city. 
His brother, Will Rosers, was in the house, 
but was not disturbed. Entering the moth- 
er’s bedroom, the masked men pointed re- 
yolvers at Mrs. Rogers and demanded the 
baby. . She’ offered them her jewels, silver- 
ware, and other v2iuables, but they told her 
they had been waiting for months for an op- 
portunity to steal the child 

Mrs. Rogers carefully dressed the baby, 
. gave the abductors extra clothing, kissed 

her som good-by, and the = departed. They 
left this note: ; 

“If you love your little son, obey these 
instructions: Keep absolutely quiet regard- 
ing this affair or we wil) kill the boy. At 
midnight tomorrow have that long-legged, 
light-haired brother of yours bring $12,000 
in notes of $10 or less, wrapped in two pack- 
ages, to a point on the road north of town. 
He must be alone and unarmed.”’ 


Complies with Kidnapers’ Demand. 
‘Made almost insane by fear that harm 
would come to her child, the mother gave 
no alarm until yesterday, when she con- 
ferred with local bankers, pledged them to 
secrecy as commanded in the note left by 
the kidnapers, got the money, which was 
in $10 bills, and at the appointed hour, her 
brother-in-law drove alone to a remote point’ 
in the mountains, eleven miles from Las 
Vegas, where the kidnapers received ithe 
money. .Then there appeared to be four in 
the gang. 

Will Rogers then was, directed to drive 
fifteen miles in the opposite direction, where 
in a ravine by the roadside he found the 
little boy, wrapped in blankets and asleep. 
He’ retwrnefi the child -unharmed to its 
mother and not until then were the police 
informed of the kidnaping. This gave the 
@bductors several hours’ start. %

Toronto Macedonian Kidnaped.

Says Hoard Is Ill and Aged. 
The governor said he attributed Mr. Hoard’s 
statement to the fact that the former exeou- 
tive is 11) and advanced in years. Mr. Hoard 
ls spending the winter in Georgia. 

“There igs absolutely no foundation what- 
ever for this charge,”’ said President Van 
Hise, ‘‘as an examination of the conditions 
under which the new regents have been ap- 
pointed clearly demonstrates. The names of 
the men appointed as regents are in them- 
selves complete evidence the board is not 
\belng reconstructed on the political basis. 


Van Hise Defends Himself. 

‘“‘The intimation that. during my adminis- 
tration I have desired to conduct the univer- 
sity along political lines is Mkewise abso- 
lutely without foundation. Personally I never 
have been in politics at any time in'my life.

The city of Chicago seems to be facing 
more hostile legisiation at Springfield at 
thie time than hag been the case with any 
previous legislature in recent years. There 
are @ number of measures already on the 
calendar, some of which have made ma- 
terial progress toward becoming laws, which 
not only take from Chicago the right of self 
government, but tmterfere in a most serious 
manner in the ordinary bueinese affairs of 
city administration. 

Untess the citizens of Chicago who virtually 
are interested in some of this legisiation. 
wake up to the fact that they are being 
threatened, it is evident that some of the 
hostile bills now pending wil] become law. 

On Tuesday the house, by what virtually 
was &@ unanimous vote of those present, 
paseed house bill No. 248, which In effect 
provides that the fire department of the 
city of Chicago shall be operated under the 
double platoon system, and alsa that the 
police department shall be maneged virtu- 
ally under a similar plan. 


Double Platoon Plan Seen. 

The bill in question.so artfully is drawn 
no member of the legisla- 
ture from the city of Chicago realized its 
full purpose, as it simply provides that no 
city employé shall be required to work more 
than ten hours in the daytime or fourteen 
hours at night. Year after year this same 
double platoon proposition has come before 
‘the city council and has been defeated, be- 
cause the city of Chicago never has had 
revenue enough to enable it to put it in 
effect. 

If this bill becomes a law it means an im- 
mediate increase of $560,000 a year on accéunt 
of the appointment of enough men in the fire 
department to install it, without Increasing 
the efficiency of the fire department «a par- 
ticle. 

At the end of two years it means that the 
citizene of Chicago will have to tax them- 
selves §750,000 & year more than they now 
are providing in order that the fire depart- 
ment may be maintained at its present state 
of efficiency. In thé case of the police de- 
partment the passage of this bill would mean 
that when an officer had been on duty at 
night and made arrests he could not be re- 
quired to appear in court the next day to 
prosecute his arrests without the city being 
responsible fog a charge for overtime service. 


Adds $1,000,000 to Taxes. 

The bill not only will cripple the fire and 
police departments of Chicago-but it will add 
close to a million dollars a year to the taxes 
of the people of Chicago in order that they 
may maintain the two departments on the 
basis contemplated by the law. 

For three years the city of Chicago has 


received in the way of taxes from the owners

) of vehicles using the streets between $025,000 | 41 
and $750,000, which has been expended in the 
maintenance and repair of the city streets. 
Prior to the impoBition of the whee) tax the 
city of Chicago virtually did nothing in the 
way of keeping streets in repair after the 
citizens had been taxew to’ build them. One 
of the most efficient results of the present 
administration of affairs in Chicago has been 
the tremendous improvement in the oe 
character of the city pavements. 

‘There are a number of bills under pads: #4 
eration in Springfield, introduced by country 
members, providing for a. different scheme 
of Hcense for vehicles. Moet of the measures 
provide for a payment to the secretary of 
state of a sum commensurate, in the case of 
automobiles, with the horse power of the 
vehicle, but all are deficient in reapect tothe 
licensing of horse-drawn vehicles. 


Takes Over Vehicle Laws. 

Accompanying measures have been intro- 
duced, one known as house bill No. 6560, 
imtroduced by John A. Swanson of Chicago, 
which provides in substance that in case of 
the passage of any of the bills of the char- 
acter above stated, no city, town, or village 
having authority to impose « wheel tax any 
longer can do so. 

The net result of the adoption of this legis- 
lation eventually would mean the elimina- 
tion of our income from this source, thereby 
imposing in the future lupon the taxpayer 
the burden of repairing the streets. 

The adoption of the measure relating to 
the establishment of the double platoon 
system and to the wheel tax eventually will 
mean that the taxpayers will have to bear 
the* burden approximately of one and one 
helf million dollars a year which they are 
now relieved from under the present law.

Alfano went through the main portion of 


the interrogation calmly, even insolently, 


denying that he had been chief of the Ca- 


morrists or that he was guilty of the mur- 


der charge. When the presiding Judge haa 
finished, however, the accused burst forth 


in a dramatic denunciation of those who had 
brought him to the bar, including the press, 


the detectives, and the chief witness, Gen-

water in paper cups. 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE MEASURE 
PASSES WISCONSIN SENATE. 


James Measure, Which Provides for 
Referendum, Goes Through Upper 
House by Vote of Sigteen to Four. 


Madison, Wis., March 31.—[ Special. }—Gen- 
ator James’ woman euffrage bill passed the 
upper house of the Wisconsin legisiature 
today by a vote of 16 to 4, with two senators 
paired and eleven absent. 

The opponents of the bill quietly exerted 
every effort to prevent its passage. They 
now intend to try to have it killed in the 
assembly, where it will come up for con- 
sideration late next week. 

A large lobby of women has been working 
hard for the measure gince the legislature 
convened, and all are jubilant tonight. The 
bil contains a referendum clesge requiring 
it to be submitted to the voters at the gen- 
eral election next year, and it is not to be 
come a law unless approved by a majority 
of the votes cast.

“ I was favored with a light breeze, but my 
machine does 130 kilometers (approximately 
87 miles) an hour in a. calm. It will do in 
the air what a 150 horse power motor wil! do 
over the best road.” 

The aviator used a fifty horse power Morane 
machine. He is a new man in the aviation 
world. He formerly was a mechanician at 
the Gnome Motor works and qualified as a 
sky pilot last December. His present ma- 
chine was finished in January.
